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Can Religious Liberty Survive? 


The atomic bomb that struck Japan 
on the morning of August 6 of this 
year destroyed not only the city of 
Hiroshima, but also the comfortable 
delusions of many Americans who 
thought that nothing could ever oc- 
cur in the foreseeable future to threat- 
en the heritage of their religious and 
other freedoms. Every thinking per- 
son must now realize that for many 
years to come, society will have to face 
new adjustments to technological, po- 
litical, and religious problems. 

What must be faced as a stern real- 
ity is the danger that dictatorship, 
once established and controlling the 
new force of atomic energy, can never 
be dislodged by any effort of the peo- 
ple within the same country. It took 
the mobilized wealth, productive re- 
sources, and manpower of America, to- 
gether with those of more than forty 
other nations, to defeat Hitler and his 
Axis partners from the outside, even 
though these had no weapons of atom- 
ic power in their control. It can easily 
be seen, therefore, that the political 
and religious patterns established 
within the next few years will deter- 
mine the entire development of man- 
kind’s remaining sojourn on this 
earth. 

The history of the world up to the 
present time has been made chiefly 
by those in control of religion. We have 
come to know that if religion is free, 
then government will be free; that if 
religion is in authoritarian hands, 
then tyranny follows in other fields. 
Thus, if religious freedom in America 
is weakened in any appreciable way, 
it will be easy for an authoritarian re- 
ligious power like the Roman Catholic 
church, backed by atomic energy, to 
destroy the entire structure of free- 
dom and establish religious tyranny 
forever after. 

This very aim is described graphi- 
cally, for instance, in the latest Catho- 
lic propaganda book entitled John 
Smith, Emperor. It is a novelized ac- 
count of how the whole world is fi- 
nally made Roman Catholic by means 
of a secret weapon that uses electronic 
“physiological waves” to paralyze 
those who refuse to conform. The in- 
ventor and a devout Roman Catholic, 
John Smith, hands over his secret 
weapon to the Pope and is crowned by 
the Pope in New York as Emperor of 
the World. Following is from page 156: 

“After several subsequent audiences

(with the Pope), it was determined 
that the Physiological Waves would 
not pass on to successive emperors, 
but would be entrusted to the custody 
of the Pope and his successors. The 
necessary equipment would be con- 
cealed within the Vatican. Complete 
instructions with illustrations regard- 
ing its operation would be locked away 
and the key handed after the death of 
each Pope to his legitimate succes- 
sors.” 

Thus the position of all forms of 
liberty has now become crucial. The 
difficulty has become immeasurably 
greater of defending freedom and at 
the same time of providing sufficient 
power to destroy its enemies. 

The progress of science and our in- 
creasing knowledge of nature cannot 
solve this problem for us. These, in 
fact, have actually made it more dif- 
ficult. What is needed is a revival of 
the spiritual zeal of the Protestant re- 
formers of the sixteenth century, to- 
gether with the re-establishment of 





their rock-ribbed faith in the saving 
power of Jesus Christ. General Doug- 
las MacArthur, in his historic speech 
accepting the Japanese surrender on 
the U. S. S. Missouri in Tokyo Bay on 
September 2, warned as follows: 


“Military alliance, balances of pow- 
er, League of Nations, all in turn failed 
. . . We have had our last chance. If 
we do not now devise some greater 
and more equitable system, Armaged- 
don will be at our door. The problem 
basically is theological, and involves 
a spiritual recrudescence and improve- 
ment of human character that will 
synchronize with our almost matchless 
advance in science, art, literature, and 
all material and cultural developments 
of the past two thousand years. It must 
be of the spirit if we are to save the 
flesh.” 


Such a spiritual revival is the only 
means by which men can save our 
civilization and safeguard the priceless 
heritage of religious and other free- 
doms that have been won and passed 
on to us through bitter suffering by 
those who have gone before us.—The 
Converted Catholic Magazine.

The Keys of the Kingdom

Did Jesus give Peter the keys to 
heaven and to hell, to bind and to 
loose as he or as he and his fellow dis- 
ciples saw fit? Yes and no. When Je- 
sus made this great bequest, He was 
imparting to His disciples some idea 
of an institution which should per- 
petuate His kingdom after His ascen- 
sion into heaven. And to Peter, who 
was the spokesman of the twelve, and 
to his co-workers, Jesus committed the 
great responsibility of running His 
kingdom till His coming back. The 
Holy Ghost was to indwell, comfort, 
and assist each one. 

A close study of the New Testament 
stuns one for lack of further identity 
of those keys that Jesus gave to Peter. 
Some, without reservation, feel that 
the keys are symbolic of the authority, 
the government functioning orderly 
from the general overseer, mentioned 
in Acts, down to the laity. Others say 
that those keys were metaphoric or 
figurative of certain delegated powers, 
special favors, most devout saints 
could ask of God; and exercising those 


prerogatives, could perform miracles, 
be granted special anointings of the 
Holy Ghost to break down the forces 
of evil and dynamically draw sinners 
to God through a vivid sin-conscious- 
ness. Further, through prayer, the sick 
are healed and backsliders reclaimed. 
Other inferences might as easily be 
drawn. The Catholics consider the ut- 
terance of Jesus to Peter a pontifical 
commission; therewith to institute a 
line of papal sovereignties through 
which all the kingdom’s business 
should be transacted. At any rate, 
there is ground for doctrinal discus- 
sion. Respectful to all diversity of 
opinion, I seem occasionally to come 
into contact with those keys. Intang- 
ible? While I have never had my 
hands on them, I can describe very 
minutely their profiles, their magni- 
ficent beauty, and preponderant mag- 
neticism. 

Strangely enough all of God’s cheer- 
ful children seem to have a set of 
these keys. Just how many; well, that

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CRUCIFIXION . 
The Reason Why 


Text: Matt. 27:46, “And about the 
ninth hour Jesus cried with a loud 
voice, saying, @li, Eli, lama sabach- 
thani? that is to say, My God, my God, 
why hast thou forsaken me?” 


Christ was nailed to the cross about 
nine o’clock in the morning, which is 
the third hour of the day. At the 
sixth hour, which was about twelve 
o’clock, and ordinarily the brightest 
hour of the day, darkness covered the 
earth, and at the ninth hour, which 
was three o’clock in the afternoon, 
the Lord uttered the words of our 
text, “My God, my God, why hast 
thou forsaken me?” He had been 
on the cross six hours, and immediate- 
ly after this utterance He committed 
His spirit to God and cried, “It is fin- 
ished,” then bowed His head and died. 

The key word of the text is WHY. 
He felt so lonely and depressed in His 
despairing moments of life that He 
cried with a loud voice, “My God, my 
God, WHY hast thou forsaken me?” 


The purpose of this message is to 
answer the question “Why?” WHY? 
OH WHY should the Son of God suf- 
fer in this manner, knowing the Fa- 
ther has all power, and knowing also 
that He Himself could have come 
down from the cross? He had done 
many greater miracles than releasing 
Himself from the cross. Therefore, 
WHY should the Lord from heaven 
dwell in human flesh and suffer the 
intensified pain of the cross? There 
was a justified reason why, which rea- 
son should be so real to every Christian 
that we could teach others the realities 
and meaning of His sufferings for us. 
It is not an easy thing for the average 
individual to understand the reason 
why our Lord should have suffered, 
and why God would forsake Him in 
the darkest and most trying hour of 
His life. Even Christ Himself in- 
quired of His Father a reason WHY 
He had forsaken Him. 

It was easy for Christ to understand 
the reason why the world at one time 
forsook Him and He had no place to 
lay His head, and why Judas, His 
trusted friend, forsook and betrayed 
Him into tne hands of His enemies. 
But on the cross He asked, “My God, 
my God, WHY hast thou forsaken 
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me?” Why did God allow that crowd 
of heartless blood-thirsty men to so 
cruelly mistreat and crucify the best 
man that ever walked upon the face 
of the earth? The answer is, “Every 
Sinner is a single reason WHY.” 

Christ did not question “why” that 
crowd had forsaken Him, who, about 
one week before, went out from 
Jerusalem and met Him as He rode 
into the city, shouting His praises, 
crying, “Hosanna to our King that 
cometh in the name of the Lord,” and 
scattering the palm branches in His 
way, even stripping their coats from 
their backs and spreading them in the 
way, that the beast on which He rode 
might walk over them, but at this 
dark hour had forsaken Him. This He 
understood, and did not question. But, 
“My God, my God, why hast THOU 
forsaken me?” 

He could understand why Nico- 
demus, who came to Him by night, 
and Joseph of Arimathea, also His 
disciples, were not present at His trial. 
They were both members of the 
supreme court of the Jews, that con- 
demned Him, and were afraid and for- 
sook Him. But, “My God, my God, 
why hast THOU forsaken me?” as 
much as to say, “I understand why 
Nicodemus and Joseph left me, but 
why has God hid His face from me?” 
Where were the seventy preachers He 
had commissioned a few months be- 
fore to preach the gospel of the king- 
dom, empowering them to heal the 
sick, cast out devils, cleanse the lepers, 
unstop deaf ears, open blinded eyes, 
and raise the dead? They had for- 
saken Him; they were afraid, and went 
into seclusion. This was all easily 
understood, but, “My God, my God, 
why hast THOU forsaken me?” 

The twelve apostles whom He had 
called and chosen, who had spent 
three years at His feet listening to His 
wonderful words of life, and to whom 
He had said just a few hours ago, 
as they sat around the table of the 
holy supper, “I have called you my 
friends, for all things that I have 
heard of my Father I have made 
known unto you”; these men declared 
they would never forsake Him, pledg- 
ing their lives for Him, but in this 
dark hour they were gone; they had

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forsaken Him. They were just men, 
and we know why they forsook Him. 
He knew why; all Bible readers know 
why. And we want all the world to 
know why God forsook His Son, left 
Him to suffer, bleed, and die the death 
of sacrifice upon the cruel tree—every 
unconverted soul is a single reason 
why. 

Jesus understood why the women 
who followed Him from Galilee minis- 
tering unto Him, stood in the far dis- 
tance weeping; why His own mother 
stood at a distance from the cross, 
and why no one gave Him a drink of 
cold water to quench the burning 
thirst which was almost unbearable to 
a victim upon the cross. But He cried 
with a loud voice, “My God, my God, 
why hast THOU forsaken me?” 

One way of answering the question 
“why” is the fact that God so loved 
the world, that He gave His Son, that 
the world might not perish, but have 
eternal life. It was love that moved 
God to make this supreme sacrifice, 
love for a world of lost men. He gave 
His Son to atone for their sins. The 
sacrifices under the old covenant 
could never take away sin, and God 
found no pleasure in them; therefore, 
for the perfecting of our salvation, He 
gave His Son as a sacrifice once and 
for all times, that whosoever believeth 
in Him should not perish but have 
eternal life. 

It was hard for God to turn His 
face from His Son while He suffered 
on the cross, but He stuck to His 
contract and did not interfere with 
the sacrifice which was destined to 
complete and perfect our redemption. 
Every sinner who walks upon the 
earth, and every sin committed, is a 
reason why God withheld His hand 
while His Son atoned for the sins of 
a rebellious world. When you are 
cursing and blaspheming the name 
of God and His Son, remember, my 
friend, that it was for men like YOU 
Christ was forsaken on the cross. And 
in the action of other sins, let me 
appeal to your memory, that it was 
for YOU Christ submitted to the death 
of the cross. 

Let each individual reader ask him-

The administration of the Bible 
Training School and College recom- 
mended the organization of a Boys’ 
Student Council and a Girls’ Student 
Council. Each council was to consist 
of nine members, one of which was to 
be elected from each of the four high 
school classes, one from each of the 
two college classes, one from the 
Freshmen Christian Workers’ Class, 
and two from the Senior Christian 
Workers’ Class. The respective classes 
met and elected a boy and a girl to 
represent them on the student coun- 
cils. The administrative interests of 
the school are represented on each 
council by a faculty member chosen 
by the faculty. The councils meet 
regularly every two weeks in joint 
session. The student body elected a 
student president and vice-president 
from the senior representatives. When 
the student councils wish to submit 





measures to the student body for rati- 
fication, the student president moder- 
ates the assembly. The student coun- 
cils are non-judicial, but do have the 
right to represent the students in all 
matters pertaining to their common 
welfare and in problems pertinent to 
the best interests of the institution. 

The judicial body of the school is 
the Supreme Council. Its functions 
are to counsel in judicial matters and 
to transact any business which the 
president desires to be brought before 
it. The members of the Supreme 
Council are the president of the 
school, two members from each stu- 
dent council, and the two faculty rep- 
resentatives. 

The students appreciate this new 
step forward in self-government and 
feel that it will go far toward the bet- 
terment of their beloved Alma Mater.

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COMMANDMENT No. | 


Thou Shalt Have No Other Gods 
Before Me, Exod. 20:3

If it: were not possible that men 
would worship other things as gods in 
preference to the true God, the Fa- 
ther of all, this command would not 
have been written. There is but one 
God and beside Him there is none 
other. Isa. 44:6, 8; 46:9. Men are 
known by what they worship, what 
they say, and what they do. Every na- 
tion, kindred and tongue realize that 
there is a true God. If nothing more, 
by His footprints in nature—the 
heavens, the moon, the stars, the 
earth, heat and cold, that conscious 
feeling in the heart of the individual. 
It would seem perfectly natural to 
show an expression of some nature or 
way—even the methods differ by the 
different nationalities. The heathen 
express some method. The unlearned; 
in fact, all humans, have an expres- 
sion of faith. 

What is needed is the proper way of 
worship; instructions in the right 
mode or uniform method, to have the 
desired effect or to bring the blessing. 
You may say your soul cries out for 
the living God (as David did), then 
there is a need to know how to yield 
or submit and worship, to have His 
favor. It is perfectly natural for the 
soul to feel after a spiritual God, One 
that is far above all, alive, all-power- 
ful; One not made with hands. It was 
He who created us, and certainly 
should have the pre-eminence in our 
hearts, first place in our affections, 
and due respect in our outward mode 
of worship. Any other god is a home- 
made or manufactured one, which 
would be an idol. There are many 
idols; and there isa curse hanging 
over the idolator (the idol wor- 
shipper). Deut. 7:6; 13:8-15; Gal. 
5:20. Anything you make the most of 
is your god or idol. It can be a child, a 
precious treasure, pleasure, fashion, 
pride, or person. Paul refers to some 
in Phil. 3:19 that their god was their 
belly, whose glory is in their shame, 
and who mind earthly things. Some 
worship money, some the golden calf. 
We need to have a high estimation of 
the true God and worship Him. David 
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said the idols of the heathens are sil- 
ver and gold and works of men’s 
hands, so don’t be a heathen. No man 
can make a god like unto himself of 
any kind or style, for he, being mortal, 
worketh a dead thing with wicked 
hands. He himself is better than any- 
thing he makes to worship. He lives; 
the idol never lives. Christians have 
to guard against fleshly lust, idols of 
gold, silver, wooden vessels, stone, or 
any treasure that may tempt them to 
covet, and be drawn away from the 
true worship of God. 

We are facing danger on a world- 
wide scale. Many are perplexed, won- 
dering what to do, or which way to 
turn for help. You can readily see in 
whom many trust, whom they honor, 
when their cry is for more soldiers, 
more equipment of every nature, 
machine guns, bombers, a_ better 
army. Some are honoring the god of 


forces. Dan. 11:38. Many regard their 
leaders as their god; some leaders dis- 
regard God, especially the would-be 
dictators, but magnify themselves 
above ail. They will not even regard 
the God of their fathers. Dan. 11:37. 
Some seem to think they can get 
along without calling on God for help 
in time of their trouble, or trust Him. 
They criticize a prayer day and any 
suggestions of a spiritual nature. All 
such leaders have their day. They die 
and go down in defeat. Woe to them 
that trust in their chariots and 
horses, but notin the holy one of 
Israel. Isa. 30:1; 31:1. It is better to 
trust in the Lord God than to put con- 
fidence in man. Paul said, “See that 
your faith be not in the wisdom of 
men, but in the power of God,” 1 Cor. 
2:5. 


No nation is immune from war or 
trouble, but the God of heaven will 
honor those who trust and honor Him. 
Some believe God is just a spirit and 
believe everything is God including 
all evil. Others believe God directs all 
things but only take what they can 
reason out. Voltaire said if there were 
no God it would be necessary to in- 
vent one.
